Stiff Sentences Handed

Barriers are being thrown up 
against an influx of hoboes into 


Southern California this winter. 
The first blow was struck Wednes- 
day when Justice C. H. Marks, of 
Needles, sentenced three fare-evad- 
ers to serve 180 days in the county 
jail—the heaviest sentences for that 
offense in the history of the county. 
Justice Marks and other magis- 
trates along the _ transcontinental 
railways have warned the hordes of 
vagrants that the laws will be en- 
forced so drastically it is probable 
that many hoboes will spend their 
winter in the county road camp. Sev- 
enteen railway fareevaders were 
brought to the county jail last week 
from Barstow to serve sentences in 
the road camp. 
Urge Officers to Turn Back Influx 
Officers have been urged to turn 
back the influx at the Arizona-Cali- 
fornia line by forcing the hoboes off 
railway trains and, as walking across 
the desert is too strenuous for the 
average traveler, it is believed that 
the number of hoboes entering the 
state will be greatly reduced. In 
the ranks of the hoboes are danger- 
cus crooks that participate in South- 
ern California’s winter crime wave, 
Sheriff Walter A. Shay believes. 
Scores of the hoboes who annually 
wander to California to escape the 
snows and freezing weather of the 
east are now traveling along the 
transcontinental highways, begging 
rides from motor tourists. Officers 
are warning the travelers against 
picking up strangers aleng the high- 
ways. 
Place Cots in Jail Cells 

In the county jail, more cots are 
being installed in the cells to care 
for the winter influx of prisoners. 
The prison camp, now located in 
City Cupek Canyon, is likewise crowd- 
ed and officers expect the winter to 
bring even more prisoners into the 
jail and camp. 

Heavy sentences for. fare-evaders 
is believed to be the most etfeciive 
weapon against the invasion of the 


hoboes, the majority of whom are 
vagrants avoiding work, the officers 
declare.

Ontario Garage 





Register now at the Farm Advis- 
or’s office, San Bernardino, or at 
the Chamber of Commerce, Ontario, 
for one week’s course of instruction 
in gas engine repair and overhaul- 
ing, December 10th to 15th, Ontario. 

This tractor repair school is con- 
ducted by the Agricultural Engineer- 
ing Extension Specialist of the 
University of California together with 
two assistants. Equipment in the 
way of tools, benches, tractor parts, 
magnitos, carburetors, charts, etc., is 
carried from one school to another 
on a truck. The major part of the 
work is devoted to the actual repair- 
ing and adjusting of the tractors 
brought in for this purpose. 

Two hours a day are devoted to 
lecture demonstrations covering such 
subjects as fuels, carburetors, adjust- 


ing, magnito and ignition troubles, 
lubrication, tractor management, 
hitches, etc. 


The remaining six hours are devot- 
ed to shop work. This is divided in- 
to three parts: (1) bench repairing, 
including such work as_ babbitting, 
scraping of bearings, valve grinding, 
soldering, piston ring fittings, etc. 
(2) Adjusting, trouble shooting and 
operation of either new tractors or 
tractors that have been overhauled 
by the students. (8) Overhauling of 
used tractors or gas engines. 

Most of the troubles with tractors 
arise through a lack of familiarity 
with the adjusting or operating of 
the machine on the part of the owner 
or driver, and the purpose of this 
school is not to make a tractor me- 
chanic but to give as much practice 
in the necessary adjusting and re- 
pairing jobs as possible, 

Last year twelve of these schools 
were offered in various parts of the 
state, with a total enrollment of 
close to six. hundred students.

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Denounces Church Movies 

Introduction of the “movies” into 
the church and the employment of 
other superficial agencies in an ef- 
fort to turn men to religion were 
warmly denounced Tuesday  after- 
noon by the Rev. C. E. Cornell, pas- 
tor of the First 
in an address before members of 
the Ontario Chamber of Commerce 
at their weekly forum luncheon at 
the Hotpoint Club. The meeting on 
this occasion was under the auspices 
of the Ontario Ministerial Union. 

“Hollywood has us beaten to a 
standstill in any effort that we might 
make to meet her on her own 
ground,” declared the Rev. Cornell, 
“and if the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
is not attractive enough in itself, we 
had better quit.” 

The speaker took the 
while church “movies” might prove 
an attraction at first for certain 
youths, it resolved itself into a 
matter of placing the lure of the 
theatre before them and that if as 
a result, in search of new thrills, 
they went on to a life of profligacy, 
the church, indirectly at least, was 
responsible for their ruin. The Rev. 
Cornell's subject was “The Church's 
Contribution to the Nation in Lead- 
ing Men to God.” 

In speaking of “The Church’s Con- 
tribution to Education and Leader- 
ship of the Nation,” Dr. Charles. F. 
Seitter, pastor of the First Metho- 
dist Church, pointed out that while 
less than half of the population of 
the United States was made up of 
church members, more than 75 per 
cent of the university students of 
the country were church members 
and that a very large majority of 
the leading men in the history of 
the nation were church men. 

The Rev. Paul BE. Wright, pastor of 
the First Christian Church, held that 
the spirit of kindness and good fel- 
lowship existing between men was 
doing more to make the world one 
great neighborhocd than the common 
use of the radio and other time and 
space eliminating inventions. 

Dr. Bert. Foster, rector of St. 
Mark’s Episcopal Church, Upland, in 
a brief but feeling speech, declared 
the principal aim of the Gospel, 
that of teaching people to smile from 
the heart and that of injecting sweet- 
ness and mercy into the commercial 
life of the world, illustrating his 
points by two charming stories. 

Other speakers included the Rev. 
John Barron Toomay, pastor of Beth- 
el Congregational Church, and the 
Rev. O. M. Reynolds, new pastor of 
the Church of Christ, Holiness.

Improvement Shown 


Material improvement in the phys- 
ical condition of Ontario school chil- 
dren, doubtless due in large part to 
the splendid physical education work 
which has been carried on with 
marked success in recent years un- 
der the direction of M. A. Gauer, 
was seen in the declaration today 
of Bessie B. Miller, city school nurse, 
that out of more than 1,200 grammar 
school children weighed and_ other- 
wise examined by her, not one case 
of actual malnutrition was found 
and that of the total only approxim- 
ately 20 per cent were under weight. 

The weighing of the children and 
arrangements for classes in  nutri- 
tion are part of a plan by which C. 
W. Randall, city superintendent of 
schools, expects to extend the phys- 
ical education work which«has al- 
ready brought such good results. 

Mrs. Miller declared today that the 
percentage of underweights here is 
small compared to’ other cities. She 
has already held conferences with 
the mothers of underweight children 
in the various buildings and is high- 
ly gratified at the splendid spirit of 
co-operation evinced by mothers and 
teachers alike in the nutrition work. 
The school nurse. holds that in most 
cases where a child is under weight, 
the condition is due not to insuf- 
ficient food, but to a lack of proper 
food combinations or common sense 
eating, too rapid eating and to in- 
sufficient rest. 

Mrs. Miller is now busy arranging 
to hold nutrition classes in each of 
the various buildings of the city sys- 
tem one day each week and parents 
as well as children will be welcome 
In this connection, 





at these classes. 
the nurse is preparing charts which 
will keep a careful record of the 
progress of each child and in order 
to stimulate interest on the part of 
the child himself, special awards will 
/be given those showing the greatest 
progress each week. 

Plans for special milk diet for 
under-nourished children are now be- 
ing formulated. In cases where par- 
ents find themselves unable to pro- 
vide this additional milk, the Parent- 
Teacher Association of the Central 
School has undertaken to furnish the 
milk for that building, and it is ex 
pected that similar organizations in 
other buildings will follow suit. 

Mrs. Miller has for several years 
past made a special study of proper 
nutrition for children and is peculiar- 
ly well fitted for carrying on this
